MINNESOTA A 
POLITICAL ENTITY 
75 YEARS AGO

St. Paul, March 3. 
Just 75 years 
ago today Minnesota embarked on its 
first adventure as a political subdivi­ 
sion. 
Congress passed a Dill creating 
the territory of Minnesota March 3, 


1849. 
At. the time Minnesota had a 
population of between 3,000 and 10,000. 
It took months to acquaint people 
of the territory with the news. 
On 
April ii. 1849, the tlrst steamer of the 
spring season came up Ok1 r i v e r a n d 
brought the story to a group of peo­ 
ple a n x i o u s l y a w a i t i n g it at St. Paul. 
Af t e r a bitter tight Alexander Ram­ 
sey, Pennsylvania, was appointed gov­ 
ernor on April 2, hut was not con­ 
firmed until January 9, 1850. 
Gover­ 
nor Ramsey arrived In Minnesota May 
27. 
1849 and became 
the 
guest 
of 
Henry LL Sibley. 
He made St. Paul the seat of gov­ 
ernment June 25. arriving in a birch 
canoe. 
Stillwater was then the larg­ 
est town.

Dr. C. A. N elson calls the attention of the 
Dispatch to the 
dread cattle disease known as foot and mouth discase and the* need 
for farmers to exercise all possible precautions so their cattle 
may be kept immune. The State Livestock Sanitary hoard, says 
Dr. Nelson, has notified all veterinarians that the infection of foot 
and mouth disease has again appeared in this country, this time 
in California. Three counties in the vicinity of Oakland and San 
Francisco are now under strict quarantine and every precaution 
is being taken by state and federal veterinarians to prevent its 
spread. 
There is always danger of this dreaded disease being spread 
an#! carried long distances. The source of 
the 
infection is not 
known at this writing. Veterinarians, county agents and 
stock­ 
men are warned to be especially alert. 
The disease may be carried by shipments of stock, hay or 
straw used in packing crockery, also by persons having been em­ 
ployed on farms or stockyards in Calitomia. 
Any information should be wired to the State Livestock Sani­ 
tary board and they will send an inspector to make an investiga­ 
tion. All available means should be utilized to keep this devastat­ 
ing disease from invading this part of the country. 
Arrangements have been completed near Oakland, California, 
for destroying approximately 3,000 cattle and 0,000 hogs in five 
counties in California tinder hoof and mouth disease quarantine. 
(J. H. Hccke, of the state department of agriculture of California, 
reported that “the progress of the epidemic appears to have been 
checked.” 
Secretary Wallace from Washington has issued orders quar­ 
antining Napa, Sonoma, .Marin, San Mateo, Santa Clara and San 
Joaquin counties, California, because of the spread of the foot 
and mouth disease among cattle.

D r. C. A. N elson calls the attention of the Dispatch to the 
dread cattle disease known as foot and mouth disease and the need 
for farmers to exercise all possible precautions so their cattle 
may he kept immune. The State Livestock Sanitary board, says 
Dr. Nelson, has notified all veterinarians that the infection of foot 
and mouth disease has again appeared in this country, this time' 
in California. Three counties in the vicinity of Oakland and San 
Francisco are now under strict quarantine and every precaution 
is being taken by state and federal veterinarians to prevent its 
spread. 
There is always danger of this dreaded disease being spread 
and carried long distances. 
The source of the infection is not 
known at this writing. 
Veterinarians, county agents and stock­ 
men are warned to be especially alert. 
The disease may be carried by shipments of stock, hay or 
straw used in packing crockery, also by persons having been em­ 
ployed on farms or stockyards in California. 
Any information should be wired to the State Livestock Sani­ 
tary board and they will send an inspector to make an investiga­ 
tion. All available means should be utilized to keep this devastat­ 
ing disease from invading this part of the country. 
Arrangements have been completed near Oakland, California, 
for destroying approximately 3,000 cattle and (>,000 hogs in five 
counties in California under hoof and mouth disease quarantine. 
G. H. Hecke, of the state department of agriculture of California, 
reported that “the progress of the epidemic appears to have been 
checked.” 
Secretary Wallace from Washington has issued orders quar­ 
antining Napa, Sonoma, Marin, San Mateo, Santa Clara and San 
Joaquin counties, California, because of the spread of the foot 
and mouth disease among cattle.
